After one year as TJC president, Dr. 
Raymond M. Hawkins reflected on some of 
his goals and accomplishments. 

Hawkins finds his biggest challenge is 
“trying not to move too fast.” Keeping 
that in mind, he says, has been the key to a 
smooth transition, which he calls his best 
accomplishment. / 

Allowing that “a transition poses unique 
challenges and difficulties,” Hawkins calls 
the smoothness of the transition, “a 
testimony to the quality of people who work 
at this college and to the students who are 
proud of and loyal to it and want to see it 
succeed.” ‘ 

Another factor smoothing the transition, 
he says, is his past association with the 
college, as a government instructor from 
1967-70. 

“Having been here before as a faculty 
member gave me an advantage others 
might not have had,” he said. In many 
cases, the personal relationships were 
already there, “and it was just a question 
of establishing working relationships.” 

“I think I have accomplished what I set 
out to do in my first year here,” Hawkins 
said. “I set two broad goals.” 

The first goal, Hawkins said, was to 
“settle into position to talk to people in 
Tyler and the college, to familiarize myself 
with the community,” he said. 

“The orientation process is still going, 
on. However, I feel that I have immersed 
myself in TJC and the community,” he 
explained. 

To begin to project more specific plans 


his second goal. 

“We have been able to do this through a 
series of activities beginning with the 
Board,” Hawkins said. “The Board and I 
have had an excellent working relation¬ 
ship.” ' ' 

. “They are educating me to the envi¬ 
ronment of TJC and our district,” Hawkins 
said. “I am in turn educating them to my 
ideas about leadership and the priorities I 
have,” he said. • 

Hawkins’ long range goal for TJC is 
“simply being a comprehensive junior and 
community college.”- . 

Hawkins sees a three-fold instructional 
purpose for the college in academic, 
technological and developmental instruc¬ 
tion. While recognizing society’s growing 
emphasis on technology, he doesn’t wish to 
abandon academic programs. 

He also perceives an increasing need for 
developmental programs for students in¬ 
adequately prepared for college. 

“Since we have open door admissions, 
we have a responsibility to provide 
developmental courses,” he said. 

Hawkins also sees a growing emphasis 
on the counseling-guidance center as the 
“base of the pyramid,” upon which a 
successful college is built. 

“To be patient in implementing my 
ideas about organization, administration, 
programs and services that a junior college 
like Tyler should be offering is a continuing 
challenge,” he said. 

Concerned not to be too quick to impose 
his ideas on what he terms an “out¬ 


standing institution,” he tries to adjust his 
thinking to the realities of TJC and Tyler. 
“But I think a good institution can be 
better,” said Hawkins. 

“We are a large institution, and we are 
comprehensive, but we also have the 
traditional factors as well. I think that 
makes us unique, but it presents some 
challenges as well.” 

Should enrollment continue to increase, 
Hawkins said, more concrete changes will 
be needed. He cites the possibilities of a 
new classroom building in three to five 
years, a new Student Center in five to 10 
years and perhaps a physical education 
complex. Even further down the road may 
be the need for a new administration 
. building. 

Also in long range plans, Hawkins 
foresees an additional dormitory and “in 
really long range,” perhaps acquiring a 
separate second campus. 

Hawkins expects more than 7200 stu¬ 
dents will register for the fall ’82 semester, 
an increase over last fall. 

He attributes TJC’s growth in part to the 
general growth of two-year colleges. 

“Perhaps TJC’s growth is better than 
some because we have a good reputation 
for quality,” he suggested. - 

“This is true not only for academics, but 
for technical ' programs as well. We also 
have strong community support, in the 
past and the present, which is not always 
true of other junior colleges.” 

The reorganization of departments into 
larger units has been successful, said 


Hawkins, though not yet fully implement¬ 
ed. 

One early change Hawkins made set up a 

centralized budget system. “All budgeting 
must be centralized in the Business Office. 
However, the budgeting process has been 
decentralized. Everyone will have at least 
some input jnto the process.” 

He has also established a faculty 
committee system. Some committees have 
worked well, some have not, he admitted. 
However, it is still too early to tell the value 
of some, he said. 

Hawkins hopes to make salary levels 
more competitive. The Faculty Senate has 
contributed some input to a salary sched¬ 
ule, he said. “We have made some 
progress with the schedule, and it looks 
like it could be ready in one or two years,” 
he said. 

One of Hawkins goals was to remain 
accessible to all. “I believe this has been 
good as part of the orientation process, but 
at times frustrating.” The frustration: 
comes, he said, when no time is left to' 
conduct college business. He still likes the 
open-door concept, he said. 

Though federal and state governments 
have considered budget cuts and tuition 
increases, “I don’t think either of these 
issues will affect us negatively,” Hawkins 
said.

Hawkins would also like to see a closer 
alliance with the University of Texas at 
Tyler, with student activities co-sponsored 
by the two institutions, such as a fine arts 
series.

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Hubbard remembers 
historic photographs

Graphics instructor Herman 
Hubbard recorded history as a 
military photographer before join¬ 
ing the TJC faculty. 

Hubbard, who spent 20 years m 
the Navy and Air Force, said 
among the first celebrities he 
photographed were Ike and 
Mamie Eisenhower. That break 
came in 1957 while he . was 
awaiting his Navy discharge. 

After one Navy tour, Hubbard 
joined the U.S. Air Force and 
worked as a photographer until he 
retired in 1976. 

He met and photographed Gus 
B. Grissom, one of the first seven 
astronauts selected by NASA. 

Grissom was to command the 
first manned Apollo mission in 
1966 but a fire during a launch 
simulation asphyxiated astro¬ 
nauts Grissom, Edward H. White 
and Roger Chaffee before they 
could open the hatch. 

“I hated to hear of his death 
bec ause he was one of the nicest 
ones 1 had met,” said Hubbard. 


Assigned with three other Air 
Force photographers to cover the 
Texas funeral of Speaker of the 
House Sam Rayburn, Hubbard 
found a rare chance to capture 
four U.S. presidents v in a single 

shot. 

Former presidents Harry Tru¬ 
man and Dwight Eisenhower, 
President John Kennedy and 
Vice-President Lyndon Johnson 
attended the funeral. Hubbard 
and the other AF photographers' 
took the historic picture. 

‘‘To my knowledge, up to this 
point, there was no single photo 
of this many presidents, past and 
future,” Hubbard said. 

After the funeral, the photo¬ 
graphers remained to take more 
pictures. Kennedy’s life had been 
threatened before he arrived at 
the November 1961 funeral so 
tension was increased. Just as 
Kennedy was about to board the 
jet to leave, Hubbard snapped a 
picture from about five feet away. 
The flash bulb exploded in 
Kennedy’s face.

Harry Truman, Dwight Eisenhower, President 
John Kennedy, and then Vice President 
Lyndon Johnson. 


‘‘I was surprised at the Secret 
Service, because theyfreacted as 
if a gun had gone off. They 
dropped to the ground and Ken¬ 
nedy was going down. Then they 
realized it was just a flash bulb,” 
said Hubbard. 

Of the chance to meet people in 


a way that the ordinary person 
wouldn’t have, Hubbard said, 
‘‘We were always running across 
important people and never really 
thought about it.” 

‘‘I am glad I kept these pictures 
because now I have had the 


chance to photograph every presi- 

dent from 1957 on except Nixon 
and Carter. I do feel I was very 

fortunate. Had I not been an 
armed service photographer I 
wouldn’t have this opportunity/’ 
said Hubbard. 


Barrett explains renovation plans

During each summer thecollege 
plans routine maintenance re¬ 
pairs and some major renova¬ 
tions. In their last meeting the 
Board of Trustees approved for 
this summer repairs proposed by 
Executive Vice President Richard 
Barrett and President Dr. Ray¬ 
mond Hawkins. 

‘‘Each summer the college has, 
in its regular routine, mainte¬ 
nance repairs and a general 
inspection,” Barrett said. We 
have proposed some major re¬ 
pairs, also.” 

Major renovations are ‘‘those 
not addressing themselves to 
ordinary repairs to grounds and 
buildings,” he explained. 

‘‘Some work will be done by 
our own maintenance crew and 
some will be done on a cost plus 
basis,” Barrett said. 

“Some selected items have 
already been ordered,” Barrett 
said, “and some physical work 
will not commence until school is 
out. Some items are being 
evaluated as to their needs.” 

Last summer new furnishings 
were added to faculty offices in 
Potter Hall. This year repairs for

Potter Hall will consist of routine 
maintenance, Barrett added. 

Barrett defines “routine re¬ 
pairs” as general painting, clean¬ 
ing, and plumbing and sprinkler 
systems repair. 

This summer’s maintenance 
will include repairs to dormito¬ 
ries, secretarial science depart¬ 
ment, Gentry Gymnasium, Jen¬ 
kins Hall, faculty lounge and 
completing the Palmer Street 
parking lot, said Barrett. Pro¬ 
jected costs total $284,500. 

Milfred L. Lewis Hall, formerly 
Center Hall, and West Hall will 
be repaired in “basically the 
same manner.” Projected costs 
for these plans are $40,000. 

Painting and repairs to Vaughn 
Hall will amount to $11,000. 

In addition to painting and 
repairs to Holley Hall, renova¬ 
tions will include installing a 
partial hot water system. Pro¬ 
jected cost of Holley Hall 

work is $19,000. 

Secretarial science department 
renovation includes six class¬ 
rooms and the departmental of¬ 
fice. Projected cost for these 
repairs is $35,000. 

Ceiling repairs and painting for 
Gentry Gymnasium will amount 
to $5,000. 

Remodeling and furnishing 
Jenkins Hall offices in the style of 
those in Potter Hall, replacing the 
front columns and windows will 
comprise the $61,500 renova¬ 
tions. 

Carpeting and furnishing the 
faculty lounge and carpeting the 
Board dining room will amount to 
$ 8 , 000 . 


The Palmer Street parking lot is 
projected to cost $90,000. 

“It is our intent and aim that 
the new dorm, Hudnall Hall, will 
be completed by fall,” Barrett 
explained. “It is progressing on 
schedule, but it could be de¬ 
layed.” 

“If it is not completed by fall it 
will be very close to completion. 
There are so many contingencies 
to affect the progress, such as 
inclement weather,” he explain¬ 
ed. That is an unpredictable 
factor, he said. 

“The architect thinks it can and 
will be finished, though,” Barrett 
said. 

“Dormitory plans include the 
razing of East Hall. However, this 
will not be done unless the new 
dormitory is completed,” Barrett 
said. 

“Until the new dormitory is 
completed East Hall will be 
used,” he added. 

Barrett added that the Palmer 
Street parking lot is progressing 
as scheduled. It is to be com¬ 
pleted prior to the fall semester. 

“The drainage system has 
already been installed running 
under the lot similar to the one 
under the Technology Building,” 
Barrett said. 

He estimates the parking lot 
will hold approximately 450 cars. 
It is adjacent to another lot and it 
is almost identical in shape and 
size, he added. 

“Long-range renovations are 
planned on a priority basis,” 
Barrett said, “but the budget 
covers unforeseen contingen¬

The National Football League’s 
version of First Monday at Canton 
was held last Tuesday in San 
Francisco. Draft day. It looms 
large in every college football 
player’s mind. 

Which team will pick me? Am I 
good enough to be picked in the 
first round? Will I get the money 
I’m worth? 

All these and many more 
thoughts run through the players’ 
minds as “D” day nears. But if 
you think they have a lot on their 
minds, think what team owners 
must go through. 

Many months, weeks, days and 
hours are spent looking and re¬ 
looking at possible draftees. They 
invite hundreds of athletes to 
their camps to test their speed, 
strength and stamina. 

They fill their computers full of 
players’ names, size, strengths, 
weaknesses and everything else 
except his mother’s maiden 
name. 


Teams have to decide what 
players they need the most. They 
may need a linebacker, but if a 
Marcus Allen is still around when 
they pick, they will probably take 
him. 

The Dallas Cowboys, like many 
other teams, ,try to get the best 
athlete available when their turn 
comes, then they try and mold 
that player into their system. And 
with the success they have en¬ 
joyed, this theory apparently 
works. 

The way the draft is set up, the 
team with the worst record the 
season before gets the top pick. 
The better record your team had, 
the lower pick you get. 

It is common knowledge that 
the best known players . get se¬ 
lected first. But most teams agree 
that players picked in the middle 
rounds usually help the team 
most. 

The majority of the Cowboys’ 
best players, both past and 
present have been picked in the 
latter rounds of the draft. Player 
personnel director Gil Brandt 
spends more time and effort in 
finding out the best players avail¬ 
able in the draft than any other 
man in pro football.
